Blood  drive 
held  at  SJC 

A  blood  drive  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  Nov.  3  from 
1 1A.M.  to  5P.M.  Alan  Leming 
of  the  Lafayette  Blood  Bank 
said.  “Blood  needs  to  avail¬ 
able  to  everyone  at  a  reason¬ 
able  cost,  so  people  need  to 
make  an  effort  to  donate  to 
bring  the  cost  down." 

The  cost  of  blood  is  very 
high  for  many  reasons.  One 
avoidable  reason  Is  that  people 
who  previously  might  have 
donated  their  blood  are  sell¬ 
ing  It  Instead.  Actually,  they 
are  not  selling  their  blood  but 
their  plasma.  Plasma  Is  re¬ 
moved  from  the  blood  cells 
and  the  blood  cells  are  then 
put  back  Into  the  sellers  body. 

The  company  that  buys 
the  plasma  charges  the  hos¬ 
pitals  more  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  had  to  pay  for  It 
themselves.  “While  It  Is  not 
reprehensible  to  sell  your 
plasma,  It  does  drive  up  the 
cost  of  blood,"  says  Leming. 
He  encourages  everyone  to  do¬ 
nate  whenever  possible  be¬ 
cause  one  day  they  might  need 
blood  themselves.

Stressed  out? 

Dr.  Kenny  offers 
helpful  hints

Tuesday.  Nov.  2.  was  the 
last  chance  for  freshmen  to 
attend  one  of  the  four  scheduled 
lectures  for  Freshman  Seminar. 
In  the  lecture,  guest  speaker  Dr. 
James  Kenny  talked  about  stress 
management.  The  presentation 
was  well  attended.  Kenny  gave 
guidelines  on  how  to  relieve 
stress  which  is  caused  by  re¬ 
pressed  tensions. 

His  first  pointer  was  to  do 
physical  actvities  when  stress 
attacks.  It  is  important  to  be 
active  because  this  helps  the 
body  relieve  tension  in  an  effec¬ 
tive  way  instead  of  keeping  eve¬ 


rything  bottled  up  in  the  mind. 

"How  is  it  that  the  guy  who 
did  nothing,  is  more  worn  out 
than  the  guy  who  worked  his 
butt  off?  And  the  answer.  If 
you  think  about  it,  is  really 
simple.  It  takes  more  energy  to 
stay  wound  up,  like  a  spring 
than  it  does  to  go  sprung,"  said 
Kenny. 

Secondly,  he  stressed  the 
importance  of  eating  all  three 
meals,  especially  breakfast.  He 
mentioned  several  examples 
which  have  showed  that  eating 
well  can  help  during  stressful 
situations.

New  dorms 
considered 

Shannon  outlines 
possible  plan

In  a  few  years  Saint  Joseph’s 
might  be  seeing  some  alternative 
housing  on  campus.  Right  now 
only  single-sex,  four  year  hous¬ 
ing,  except  for  Aquinas,  is  avail¬ 
able,  but  “we  can  have  many 
possibilities  because  we  are  a 
residential  college,"  said  Presi¬ 
dent  Albert  Shannon. 

Traditional  students  are 
required  to  live  on  campus,  so 
the  question  of  alternative  hous¬ 
ing  is  being  raised.  Some  options 
being  explored  are  co-ed,  fresh¬ 
man,  24  hour  quiet,  or  interest 
based  dorms.  Interest  based 
dorms  would  Include  common 
majors,  athletics,  etc.  “My 
first  concern  Is  to  provide  a 
variety  to  meet  student  needs," 
said  Shannon. 

If  enough  students  are  will¬ 


ing  to  try  some  of  these  possi¬ 
bilities  then  changes  could  be 
made  In  the  near  future,  but  no 
housing  changes  will  be  forced 
upon  students.  The  housing 
changes  would  probably  start 
with  this  year's  freshman  class 
who  have  already  been  Informed 
that  changes  may  occur.  When 
asked  about  alternative  housing 
situations,  freshman  Rachel 
Mahns  said,  “It  sounds  like  a 
good  idea,  but  I  would  have  to 
take  many  things  Into  consid¬ 
eration." 

One  possible  change  in  hous¬ 
ing  would  be  the  establishment 
of  a  co-ed  dorm.  These  dorms 
would  probably  be  co-ed  by 
floor,  the  same  visitation  hours 
that  we  have  now  would  still  be 
enforced,  in  order  to  respect 
student  privacy.  An  advantage 


of  having  a  co-ed  dorm  might  be 
that  less  damage  would  occur. 
Often,  the  men's  dorms  sustain 
more  damage  than  the  women's 
dorms,  so  there  may  be  more  of 
a  balance  with  the  two  sexes 
living  together. 

Shannon's  dream  is  to  have 
apartments  or  condominiums 
available  for  students.  In  apart¬ 
ments,  about  four  students  would 
live  together.  Students  would 
■have  kitchenettes,  private  bath¬ 


rooms,  and  a  living  room.  Con¬ 
dominium  type  housing  would 
be  a  little  different  There  could 
be  the  possibility  of  a  different 
payment  plan.  Instead  of  paying 
room  and  board,  students  would 
pay  a  mini-mortgage.  “You 
buy  it.  you  own  It,  and  it's 
yours,"  said  President  Shan¬ 
non. 

The  cost  of  condominiums 
would  approximately  equal  the 
cost  of  current  room  and  board.

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Safety  important  to  SJC  _ Letter 


When  I  was  a  mere  high 
school  Junior  looking  at  poten¬ 
tial  colleges.  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  was  first  on  my  list.  The 
people  were  friendly;  the  classes 
seemed  interesting;  the  campus 
looked  beautiful  covered  in  a 
thin  coat  of  fresh,  white  snow. 
My  choice  was  made  even  before 
other  campuses  were  visited. 

While  my  criteria  for  a  future 
college  were  basic,  simple  and 
mainly  academic,  my  father  had 
another  concern.  While  we  sat 
through  Admissions  Days  on 
campus,  my  mind  was  filled  with 
images  of  classrooms  and  dorm 
parties  and  making  life-long 
friends.  My  father's  concern,  on 
the  other  hand,  was  my  safety. 

At  the  time,  I  thought  he  was 
Just  begin  parental- -concerned 
because  his  oldest  child  was 
venturing  off  into  the  world .  He 
asked  every  student  he  saw 
about  security  and  safety  on 
campus,  especially  the  female 
students. 

Of  course,  my  father  heard 
the  story  of  the  legendary  "Grotto 
Grabber,"  a  supposed  man  who 


hung  out  in  the  Grotto  waiting  to 
grab  the  unsuspecting  female 
student  walking  by.  That  story 
was  a  few  years  old  by  the  time  I 
looked  at  the  school. 

With  my  father  reassured 
that  Saint  Joe’s  was  a  relatively 
safe  campus,  1  finalized  my  plans 
to  come  to  school  here. 

In  the  three  years  that  1  have 
been  at  SJC,  I  have  felt  at 
home--and  safe.  This  campus, 
in  comparison  to  other  schools  I 
have  visited,  is  very  concerned 
for  the  well-being  and  safety  of 
its  students.  My  friends  who  at¬ 
tend  larger  schools  are  amazed 
that  I  feel  safe  enough  to  walk 
alone  at  night. 

While  visiting  such  schools 
as  Indiana  University  in  Bloom¬ 
ington  and  Purdue  University  in 
Lafayette,  I  have  heard  about 
car  thefts,  several  rapes,  attacks 
on  female  students  and  theft. 

I  am  not  claiming  that  there 
is  absolutely  no  problem  with 
the  security  situation  here;  af- 
terall,  1  was  a  victim  of  a  crime 
earlier  this  year  when  my  wallet 
was  stolen  from  my  dorm  room. 


But  there  is  less  problem  here 
than  other  places. 

Maybe  there  is  less  because 
there  are  fewer  students  here— I 
doubt  it.  Crime  would  happen 
regardless.  Student  population 
has  little  to  do  with  it. 

Maybe  the  community  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  respects 
one  another  ensuring  a  safe 
environment  for  everyone. 

Maybe  our  security  depart¬ 
ment  does  a  wonderful  job  in 
enforcing  a  safe  environment. 

While  I  thought  my  dad  was 
Just  overly  concerned  about 
saftey  when  1  was  looking  at 
schools,  security  has  become  an 
Important  issue  to  me. 

With  the  news  littered  with 
reports  of  attacks  on  women  and 
car  Jac kings  and  other  awful, 
horrible  stories  of  the  violation 
of  a  person's  rights,  I  feel  safe 
here.  Saint  Joseph's  has  be¬ 
come  my  home  and  I  could  not 
feel  better  about  that— even  while 
walking  alone  on  campus  dur¬ 
ing  the  dark  of  night.

’Gay- bashing’  violates 
rights  of  others 


Many  Americans  face 
cultural  conflicts  daily.  In 
the  midst  of  these  conflicts, 
lies  the  struggle  for  gay 
rights.

If  we  honestly  consider 
ourselves  Christians,  we 
need  to  help  and  care  for 
everyone,  despite  sexual 
preferences.  It  is  absolutely 
ridiculous  to  Judge  people 
by  their  private  sexual  lives. 
We  need  to  stop  harassing 
and  grant  civil  rights  to  gay 
people  and  use  our  Chris¬ 
tian  commandment  of  'love 
one  another,  as  I  love  you”  to 
guide  our  moral  behavior.

The  dorm  room  was  plas¬ 
tered  with  posters  of  various 
teenage  heroes  —  the  band  Pearl 
Jam,  the  Miller  Genuine  Draft 
Bikini  Team,  and  the  hard- 
rockin'  Metallica.  There  was 
one  poster,  however,  that  stood 
out  from  the  rest.  Pictured  in 
all  of  their  glory  were  the  Gods 
of  the  MTV  generation  --  Beavis 
and  Butt-head.  The  poster 
pictured  the  duo  standing  side 
by  side  and  read: 

"We're  famous,  dude!" 

'That  sucks!" 

Well,  whether  they  like  it  or 
not,  Beavis  and  Butt-head  are, 
indeed,  famous.  In  fact,  they 
have  become  a  household 
name,  enjoyed  by  young  and 
old  alike. 

Despite  their  huge  follow¬ 
ing  of  fans,  Beavis  and  Butt- 
head  have  not  made  It  Into  the 
spotlight  without  opposition. 
The  animated  show  has  been 
accused  of  being  inappropriate 
for  children,  and  of  being  an 
Insult  to  political  correctness. 

The  show  debuted  In  March 
1993,  the  brainchild  of  creator, 
Mike  Judge,  and  writer,  David 
Felton.  Featuring  two  teenage

in  the  local  high  school,  or  in 
their  neighborhood  by  torturing 
pets,  playing  with  fire  and  han¬ 
dling  chain  saws. 

Beavis  and  Butt-head  seem 


to  have  a  love  for  the  most 
rude,  crude,  disgusting,  and 
violent  antics  that  they  can  get 
away  with  —  actually,  even  the 
ones  that  they  cannot  get  away 
with. 

Many  people  have  ques¬ 
tioned,  'Why  have  such  Idiots 
become  so  popular?"

"Beavis  and  Butt-head"  Is  not  to 
blame  for  the  mistakes  of  either 
bad  parenting  or  the  denial  of 
responsible  action.  People  have 
brains  for  a  reason.  Jeff  Coan.  a 
Beavis  and  Butt-head  fan.  com¬ 
mented  that  people  may  Imitate 
the  actions  displayed  on  the  show 
"if  they  are  as  stupid  as  Beavis 
and  Butt-head." 

Perhaps  a  teenager.  Curt 
Hale,  who  was  quoted  in  the 
Rensselaer  Republican  said  it 
best,  "Sure  I  watch  it...l  try  to 
watch  it  all  the  time,"  Hale  said. 
"Beavis  and  Butt-head  are  so 
stupid  that  they  make  you  laugh. 
Parents  or  guardians  should 
supervise  their  kids"  If  they  do 
not  approve  of  the  show. 

Moreover,  Mike  Tackett,  a 
sophomore,  commented,  "Beavis 
and  Butt-head  contains  social 
messages  which  could  be  a  leam  - 
ing  experience  If  parents  watched 
the  show  with  their  kids  and  ex¬ 
plained  why  the  behavior  was 
Incorrect.  1  believe  that  it  is  the 
role  of  the  parents,  not  a  televi¬ 
sion  show,  to  influence  their 
children." 

What  Is  to  be  made  of  the 
claim  that  the  show  is  an  Insult 
to  political  correctness?  The 
"Beavis  and  Butt-head"  show  is 
anything  but  politically  correct. 

It  is  downright  derogatory  to 
practically  every  political  cause 
in  existence. 

In  one  recent  episode,  Beavis 
and  Butt-head  are  watching  one 
of  those  solve-the-crtme  televi¬ 
sion  shows  called  "America's 
Most  Hated."  The  spokesperson 
for  the  show  comments  that  a 
robbery  that  actually  took  place 
"will  be  re-enacted  by  profes¬ 
sional  thespians."

Although  such  comments  are 
made,  they  are  not  Intended  as  a 
promotion  of  such  behavior. 
Their  function  Is  to  present  prob¬ 
lems  facing  society  in  a  humor¬ 
ous  way,  Just  as  all  great  come¬ 
dies  present  a  political  or  social 
theme. 

So  it  becomes  clear  that 
"Beavis  and  Butt-head,"  rather 
than  promoting  abrasive  behav¬ 
ior,  Is  examining  a  contempo¬ 
rary  culture  which  is  governed 
by  political  correctness.  Mike 
Tackett  commented,  "Beavis  and 
Butt-head  is  an  attack  on  politi¬ 
cal  correctness.  It  cannot  be 
taken  seriously.  It  is  fun  to 
laugh  at  one's  own  culture." 

"Beavis  and  Butt-head"  Is  a 
backlash  against  the  pressures 
of  being  politically  correct  in  a 
culture  where  people  cannot  even 
be  described  In  any  way  without 
offending  somebody.

‘If  you  have  a  bigot 
put  in  front  of  you  and  made  to 
look  ridiculous,'  he  says,  'then 
that  becomes  an  attack  on  big¬ 
otry.  Beavis  and  Butt-head,  po¬ 
litically  Incorrect  as  they  are,  are 
also  Idiots.’" 

Due  to  the  tremendous  dis¬ 
agreement  over  the  merits  of  the 
show  "Beavis  and  Butt-head," 
MTV  has  moved  the  time  slot  of 
the  show  to  later  In  the  night  at 
10:30  est.  The  move  was 
prompted  specifically  by  the  fire 
which  killed  the  little  girl  In  Ohio. 
MTV  made  several  public  state¬ 
ments.  explaining  its  concern  for 
responsible  programming,  and, 
according  to  Richard  Zoglin, 
commented  that  the  actions  of 
Beavis  and  Butt-head  are  "obvi¬ 
ously  unacceptable  and  not  to  be 
emulated  in  real  life.” 

After  a  long  explanation  of 
the  ridiculous  behavior  exempli¬ 
fied  by  Beavis  and  Butt-head,  a 
warning  read,  "In  other  words, 
don't  try  this  at  home!" 

It  is  a  sad  state  of  affairs  when 
television  cartoon  shows  have  to 
provide  warnings,  and  when 
people  cannot  distinguish  be¬ 
tween  reality  and  television,  seri¬ 
ousness  and  humor.  Again,  the 
lesson  seems  to  be  this:  Parents, 
take  responsibility  for  your  kids 
and  for  yourselves. 

Then,  kick  back,  relax,  and 
lighten  up  —  It's  okay!  Go  ahead, 
laugh!  You  might  even  discover 
that  what  Beavis  and  Butt-head 
have  been  saying  about  having 
fun  Is  true  —  'That's  cool!  Heh- 
heh-heh-heh!"

Pumas  end  with  Ferris  State

The  Saint  Joseph's 
College  Pumas  will  take  on 
the  Ferris  State  Tartars 
Saturday  on  Alumni  Field, 
trying  to  Improve  their  1  - 
7-1  record.  Ferris  State  Is 
ranked  number  one  in  the 
Midwest  Intercollegiate 
Football  Conference  and 
is  undefeated,  and  has  tied 
twice. 

"Even  though  we  lost 
last  weekend,  I  think  we 
are  still  excited  about  our 
victory  over  Wayne  State," 
said  senior  quarterback 
Dave  Jordy.  "If  we  can 
have  the  running  and 


passing  game  that  we  had 
that  day,  we  will  be  okay 
against  Ferris  State." 

The  offense  will  try  to 
mix  the  pass  and  run  that 
worked  so  well  against 
Wayne  State.  The  defense 
will  try  to  pressure  the 
quarterback  more  and  stop 
fourth  down  conversions. 
'We  have  been  real  suc¬ 
cessful  the  last  couple  of 
games  at  pressuring  the 
opposing  quarterback," 
said  Junior  Jim 
McDonough.

This  confidence, 
according  to  Jordy,  is  fu¬ 
eled  by  their  performance 
against  Wayne  State.  The 
Pumas  have  not  beaten  the 
Tartars  since  1990.  Jordy 
was  able  to  pass  effectively 
due  to  the  excellent  pro¬ 
tection  by  the  offensive 
line. 

'The  offensive  line  did 


a  great  Job  protecting  me 
while  I  was  passing,"  said 
Jordy.  As  for  the  defense,

ITA  National  Small  Col¬ 
lege  Championships  held 
Oct.  28-31.  Quasney  also  fin¬ 
ished  In  fourth  place  In  the 
singles  competition  at  the  tour¬ 
nament. 

Barrientos  was  shooting  for 
first  place  In  both  events,  but 
was  definitely  happy  with  the 
effort  Quasney  and  Rowden  put 


forth.  "Everyone  at  the  event 
was  a  champion.  I  thought  it 
was  tough,  but  the  girls  did  great. 
I'd  compare  this  tournament  to 
a  game  of  chess;  every  move  has 
to  be  just  right  or  you're  fin¬ 
ished." 

Barrientos  also  stated,  "The 
girls  will  probably  agree  with 
me  that  they  could  have  played 
better.  But,  the  experience 
that  we  gained  from  this 
event  is  Invaluable;  we 
needed  it  for  the  Nationals 
coming  up  In  May." 

Both  Quasney  and  Rowden 
were  happy  with  their  perform¬ 
ances  at  the  tournament.  "The 


competition  was  what  I  expected 
since  I  went  to  the  Nationals  in 
California  last  year.  The  games 
I  played  weren't  so  much  physi¬ 
cally  demanding,  but  I  feel  I  got 
mentally  choked  up.

Rowden  commented,  "I  was 
really  nervous  going  down  there. 
I  was  worried  that  we  wouldn't 
be  able  to  compete  with  the  other 
teams  since  they  are  all  champi¬ 
ons  like  us.  But  after  we  won 
our  first  match,  I  felt  a  lot  more 
confident." 

Quasney  and  Rowden  beat 
the  second  ranked  team  in  the 


country  during  their  first  round 
of  competition  at  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  Their  third  place  victory 
came  after  they  defeated  the 
number  one  team  from  Cal  Poly 
Pomona  with  a  score  of  3-6,  7-6, 
6-4.  Quasney  captured  her 
fourth  place  title  after  losing  to 
Iku  Kunugi  of  Adelphi  College 
with  a  score  of  6-4,  7-5. 

Both  Quasney  and  Rowden 
have  high  hopes  for  next  season 
as  well  as  the  NCAA  Nationals  to 
be  held  in  the  spring.  "My  goal  is 
to  try  to  make  it  to  the  finals  of 
the  NCAA  Nationals  and  win.  I 
think  our  experience  will  really 
help  us."  stated  Quasney. 


Rowden  and  Barrientos  are 
planning  ahead  to  next  season.

Barrientos,  however,  Is  looking 
to  find  some  new  recruits  to  fill 
up  some  spots  on  the  team.

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Grunge:  The  voice  of  the 
twenty-something  generation

Today,  Grunge  is  all  the 
rage.  Don't  think  so?  Turn 
your  television  to  MTV  (if  you 
can  stand  it)  and  watch.  Guys 
and  gals  with  long,  green  hair, 
flannels,  ChuckTaylors,  ripped 
jeans,  and  loud  guitars  fill  the 
programing  day.  Shows  like 
MTVs  "120  Minutes"  and  "Al¬ 
ternative  Nation"  focus  on 
groups  that,  two  years  ago, 
could  not  get  air  play. 

Today,  being  out  is  in.  Two 
years  ago  many  of  the  bands 
that  top  the  charts  today  were 
playing  dives  for  little  money. 
Bands  like  Soundgarden,  The 
Red  Hot  Chill  Peppers,  and 
Nirvana  were  little  heard  on 
MTV  and  top  40  radio.  But, 
today,  they  are  filling  up  the 
programing  logs. 

Why?  It  could  be  argued 
that  grunge  has  risen  to  the 
mainstream  because  the  main¬ 
stream  is  as  angry  and  disen¬ 
franchised  as  the  scene  Itself. 
We  of  the  twentysomething 
generation  are  well  educated, 
well  read,  and  well  versed,  but 
no  one  gives  us  a  voice.  There¬ 
fore,  we  have  formed  oqe  our¬ 
selves.  Our  music,  art,  and 
writing  is  our  voice.  New  under¬ 
ground  newspapers  are  form¬ 
ing  everyday.  New  record  la¬ 
bels  are  signing  stranger  and 


stranger  groups.  Our  voice  is 
loud,  clear,  and  poignant. 
Whether  it  be  grunge  or  rap,  our 
music,  as  well  as  our  writing,  is 

angry- 

If  you  read  Time  magazine, 
you  may  have  seen  Pearl  Jam's 
Eddie  Vedder  gracing  the  front 
cover  of  the  Oct  25.  1993  issue. 
Next  to  Vedder  is  a  caption  which 
reads,  "All  the  Rage:  Angryyoung 
rockers  like  Pearl  Jam  give  voice 
to  the  passions  and  fears  of  a 
generation." 

According  to  the  article's  au¬ 
thor,  'Vedder  is  a  product  of  the 
thriving  world  of  alternative 
rock,  a  musical  genre  that  re¬ 
jects  the  commercial  values  of 
mainstream  pop.  Alternative 
has  no  strict  definition,  but  it 
has  a  feel." 

The  reason,  it  seems,  that 
alternative  is  thriving  is  its  abil¬ 
ity  to  express  outrage.  The  Time 
story  says  we  are  an  angry  gen¬ 
eration  which  sees  the  world  as 
unjust,  so  we  take  political  ac¬ 
tion. 

We  are  angry  because  most 
of  us  have  suffered  through 
divorce:  most  of  us  have  a  family 
member  who  is  a  substance 
abuser;  most  of  us  have  or  will 
see  someone  die  of  AIDS.  The 
likelihood  that  we  will  be  killed 
before  the  age  of  25  is  on  the 
rise.  We  learned  too  early  about 


sex,  drugs,  alcohol,  and  violence. 

Many  see  today's  alternative 
culture  as  a  reaction  to  the 
excess  of  the  "Me  Generation," 
Canadian  author,  Douglas 
Coupland;  in  his  book  on  the 
twentysomething  generation, 
Generation  X,  depicts  a  world  of 
disenfranchised  youth,  who  give 
up  the  hope  of  owning  homes, 
making  money,  and  other 
wouldbe  common  aspirations. 
The  characters  in  the  book  are 
low  paid,  under-employed 
colCoupland  expresses  the  feel¬ 
ings  of  our  generation.  Some  of 
the  margin  comments  read, 
"Less  is  a  Possibility,"  "Eroticize 
intelligence,"  and  "The  love  of 
meat  prevents  any  real  change." 

The  book  expresses,  in  a 
rather  tongue  in  cheek  fashion, 
the  agenda  of  our  generation. 
He  concludes  that  we  are  a  very 
angiy,  unhappy,  and  politicly 
active  generation.  Our  hopes 
and  fears  are  being  expressed  in 
our  music.  Like  the  Beat  Gen¬ 
eration  that  turned  to  the  sound 
of  Jazz  for  outlet  and  influence, 
we  are  turning  to  grunge. 

The  Beats  were  an  equally 
disfranchised  group.  Many  were 
in  opposition  to  the  U.S.  and 
U.S.S.R.  arms  race.  The  Beats 
rejected  the  50's  tradition  of 
working  nine  to  five  and  raising 
families  in  the  suburbs.  These

writers  took  drugs  and  experi¬ 
mented  with  altemaUve  life 
styles. 

Some  were  homosexual, 
some  were  poligymists,  many 
wandered  around  the  country 
seeking  divine  enlightenment. 
The  Beats  as  a  whole  were  rebel¬ 
lious  revolutionaries.  Their 
thoughts  and  ideas  gave  birth  to 
the  1960's  counter  culture. 

The  Beats  are  a  huge  influ¬ 
ence  on  today's  youth.  William 
S.  Burroughs,  a  Beat,  has  just 
released  two  sound  recordings 
of  his  work.  One  of  these  proj¬ 
ects  was  done  in  collaboration 
with  Nirvana's  Kurt  Cobain. 
Naked  Lunch,  Burroughs'  apoca¬ 
lyptic  novel,  which  summarizes 
his  drug  use,  was  one  of  the 
biggest  sellers  among  college 
students  last  year. 

Other  Beats  like  Jack  Ker- 
ouac,  Allen  Ginsberg,  and  Ken 
Kesey  are  once  again  being  read. 

The  twentysomething  gen¬ 
eration  shares  much  in  com¬ 


mon  with  the  Beats  from  political 
acivisim  to  widespread  drug  use. 
We  are  tuning  in,  turning  on,  and 
dropping  out. 

A  few  years  ago  the  anger  of  al¬ 
ternative  was  too  abrasive  for  the 
common  teenager.  Bubble  gum 
pop  bands  like  Bananarama, 
Modem  English,  and  AhHa  filled 
the  air  waves.  Today,  an  angry 
and  loud  generation  is  taking  over. 
We  are  seeking  a  voice.  We  need 
to  express  ourselves.  We  need  to 
share  common  feelings  with  each 
other. 

In  his  poem  "Howl,"  Allen 
Ginsberg  summarized  the  purpose 
and  desire  of  the  Beat  generation. 
His  expression  of  the  Beat  genera¬ 
tion  could  easily  be  used  for  the 
twentysomething  generation  of 
today.  Ginsberg  wrote,  "1  saw  the 
best  minds  of  my  generation  de¬ 
stroyed  by  madness,  starving 
hysterical  naked.  Angle  headed 
hipsters  dragging  themselves 
through  the  Negro  streets  at  dawn 
searching  for  an  angry  fix."

Phoenix  was  symbol  of  sensitivity

I  first  became  aware  of  River 
Phoenix  when  I  saw  him  on  an 
episode  of  Family  Ties  where  he 
played  a  1 3  year  old  genius  who 
fell  in  love  with  Jennifer  Keaton.  1 
thought  he  was  cute  despite  his 
Buddy  Holly  glasses  and  his 
unruly  hair. 

But  I  really  noticed  him  as 
the  misunderstood  rebel  in  the 
movi e  Stand  By  Me.  His  portrayal 
of  Chris  Chambers,  the  cute  kid 
from  the  wrong  side  of  the  tracks 
sent  chills  down  my  back.  As  I 
focused  on  the  screen,  I  was 
enchanted  by  River’s  sensitivity, 
vulnerability,  and  the  auroa  that 
surrounded  him. 

I  was  so  taken  with  River, 
that  1  sought  out  to  find  out  eve¬ 
rything  I  could  about  him.  I  read 
TigerBeat,  TeenBeaL  Seventeen, 
and  any  magazine  that  had  a 
feature  about  him.  I  cut  out 
newspaper  articles  about  him  and 
his  family.  I  found  it  so  fascinat¬ 


ing  that  he  spent  the  first  few  years 
of  his  life  on  a  commune.  His  broth¬ 
ers  and  sisters  were  all  named  after 
things  found  in  nature;  Rainbow, 
Leaf,  River,  etc. 

To  me  his  life  symbolized  whole¬ 
someness  as  well  as  wholeness.  He 
appeared  to  be  very  content  and 
satisfied  with  who  he  was.  He  kept 
his  life  simple.  He  was  a  vegetarian, 
he  avoided  the  limelight  and  he 
chose  his  film  roles  very  carefully. 
To  me,  event  though  I  did  not  know 
him,  I  considered  him  a  very  special 
person. 

Now  he  is  dead  and  many 
rumors  are  surrounding  his  death. 
Why  does  someone  die  at  the  age  of 
23?  I  guess  no  matter  how  special 
someone  is,  no  one  is  immortal. 

If  you  have  not  seen  Running  on 
Empty  or  My  Own  Private  Idaho, 
please  rent  them.  It  Is  these  two 
movies  that  I  feel  put  River  Phoenix 
on  the  map.  In  Running  On  Empty, 
he  plays  Danny  Pope,  a  seventeen- 
year  old  who  has  lived  his  life  of  the 


run,  because  of  a  politically  con¬ 
science  crime  his  parents  committed. 

In  My  Own  Private  Idaho  ,  he 
plays  Mike.  A  narceleptic  street  kid, 
who  only  wants  to  be  loved  and  taken 
care  of.  In  both  of  these  performances 
River  Phoenix  gives  to  these  charac¬ 
ters  so  much  of  himself.  He  gives 
them  feeling,  sensitivity,  vulnerabil¬ 
ity,  and  an  enduring  sense  of  strength. 

The  circumstances  surrouding 
his  death  are  vague.  One  tabloid  tele¬ 
vision  show  reported  he  died  of  a  drug 
overdose,  while  other  media  sources 
cite  that  they  are  still  awaiting  the 
results  of  an  autopsy. 

Whatever  the  cause  of  his  death, 
it  is  still  a  travesty  that  he  died.  It  is 
a  travesty  because  he  was  so  young. 
Only  twenty-three  years  old...  It  was 
also  a  travesty  because  no  longer  will 
we  be  able  to  watch  him  breathe  life 
into  characters  and  actually  become 
them  before  our  eyes.  Butmostly  lam 
sad,  because  when  sensitivity  and 
beauty  like  his  leaves  the  world,  we 
all  lose  something.
